Fatality-Free Year Seen

Plano closed out a fatality- 
free year, with 96 accidents 
reported in December. 
Traffic Safety Coordinator 
Tom Walton said the city 
recorded 184 injuries in 999 
accidents reported during 
1975. He pointed out that no 
fatalities occurred during 
the past year, compared to 
the seven fatalities reported 
in Plano in 1974. 
Thirteen persons died on 
Collin County rural roads in 
1975. A spokesman for the 
Texas Highway Patrol said

only three persons died on 
county rural roads during 
1974. He blamed the general 
increase in speed for the 
sharp rise in fatalities. 
Everyone took the speeds 
seriously in 1974, he ex­ 
plained. The year was ex­ 
tremely good for accident 
totals across the state and 
county, but speeds are 
creeping up again. 
He 


pointed out that the dif­ 
ference in 50 MPH and 70 
MPH is twice the braking 
distance. 
In Plano, 18 injury ac­ 
cidents were reported during 
the last month of the year, 
but only one injury was 
considered serious. Twentv- 
five persons were treated 
released or refused 
and 
treatment for their injuries. 


Police said that nine of the 
injury accidents apparently 
were caused by the failure of 
one vehicle to yield the right 
of way, while four others 
were said to have occurred 
when the driver lost control 
of the vehicle. Two others 
were blamed on excessive 
speed.

HOUSTON (UPI) — Carol 
has been a prostitute, in­ 
su ra n c e 
salesw o m an , 
barm aid, secretary and 
truck driver — all in the line 
of duty. 
She’s actually a private 
eye. 
Her real name isn’t Carol 
and she says it might be 
dangerous 
if 
she 
was 
identified. Her life has been 
threatened more times than 
she likes to remember. 
She agreed to a meeting 
outside a southwest Houston 
nightclub. Thoughts of what 
a 
fem ale 
private 
in­ 
vestigator would look like 
produced images of some 
manly creature in a creased 
pants suit. 
Instead, out of the car 
stepped a very attractive 
woman in her late 20s. 
dressed in a complimentary 
dark green dress, her long 
blonde hair spilling down her 
back. 
She doesn’t behave like 
fictional detectives, she ex­ 
plained. For one thing, she is 
not armed — except with 
confidence. 
“ I’m better than 90 per 
cent of the men in this 
business. Put me and any 
man on the same case and 
1 11 run circles around him.” 
Off the case? 
“ I enjoy being a female 
female,” she said. “There is 
a place for women in this 
business and you don’t have 
to give up femininity. 
“ One of these days in 
about seven years, ITI get 
serious about life. ITI go 
back to the country and find 
me a good old plowboy and 
get married and have a 
passel of kids. But not just 
now.” 
She may be having fun, but 
along the way makes about 
$40,000 a year as head of her 


own company and can be 
most professional. She can’t 
abide a “jackleg,” a term 
applied to unscrupulous 
people in her business. 
There are certain jobs she 
won’t tackle because they 
likely would require physical 
strength or violence. She 
avoids both. 
She has never carried a 
pistol and has never had to 
use physical force to get out 
of a jam in her eight years as 
a detective. 
“I’ve had to talk a blue 
streak a 
tim e or two, 
though,” she said. 
Carol sat in a dark corner 
of the club, stirring her 
scotch and w ater, often 
chain smoking, talking about 
the different cases she has 
worked.

She couldn't go into detail 
but she said she posed as a 
barmaid-prostitute to keep 
an eye on someone. All of her 
“customers” were part of 
the disguise.

had 
prearranged code words, 
she said. “One of them would 
come in and pick me up. We 
would leave for awhile and I 
would come back flashing 
money.” 
She said she knew it was a 
dangerous case and was fol­ 
lowed 24 hours a day by 
another detective in case of 
trouble. She was glad to see 
it end. 
Her most enjoyable case, 
she said, was following a 
man on and off for two years 
to show 
he w asn’t 
in­ 
capacitated 
as 
he 
had 
claimed in an injury lawsuit. 
Confronted with C arol’s 
photgraphs of him, the man 
quickly agreed 4o settle for 
less than one-tenth 
his 
asking price.

TUCSON, Ariz. (UPI' — A 
“ m agic” m etal w ire in­ 
serted 
in 
a 
vein 
may 
someday reduce the danger 
of potentially deadly blood 
clots in the legs breaking 
free and lodging in the lungs, 
according 
to 
a 
Boston 
researcher 
The dangerous clots, such 
as former President Richard 
M 
Nixon 
faced 
with 
phlebitis, may be trapped by 
a screen-like formation of 
wire curled inside the large 
vein that carries blood from 
the lower extremities to the 
heart, the specialist said. 
Dr. Morris Simon of Beth 
Israel Hospital and Harvard 
Medical School said the 
nickeltitanium alloy wire 


can he programed by ex­ 
treme heat to form any 
special shape once inside the 
body. 
The metal is about IO in­ 
ches 
long 
and 
slightly 
thicker than a straight pin. 
When cooled, it is straight 
and easily inserted into the 
vein through a catheter. 
When warmed by normal 
body temperatures, the wire 
changes to the programed 
shape and latches onto the 
sides of the vein 
with 
fishhooklike ends. 
The only tests so far have 
been in dogs, and testing in 
humans will come later. 
The metal, called Nitinol, 
was discovered in 1962 by 
Navv researchers looking 


tor a metal which could be 
launched into space by a 
small rocket and then unfold 
in orbit to form a giant an­ 
tenna.

The form, as IRS Commis­ 
sioner Donald C. Alexander 
noted in an accompanying 
letter, “is more complex 
than last year.” 
Verily. It takes 36 pages of 
fine print just to cover the 
instructions. 
At my house, the tax in­ 
structions somehow got 
mixed in with the post- 
Christmas debris and wound 
up in a box containing the toy 
shooting gallery 
I 
was 
assembling. 
As a result, I wasted 30 
m inutes trying to insert 
“Schedule A” into “Slot B 
where “Tab C" was sup­ 
posed to fit. 
And now my son has the 
only shooting gallery in town 
whose targets are loopholes 
instead of bull’s-eyes. 
Alexander, who is nothing 
if not observant, noted in his 
letter that a “simpler tax 
law”'is needed. Let s hear it 
from the Amen Corner! 
As T reasury Secretary 
William Simon, another 
observant type, has pointed 
out. the present tax law is “a 
lawyer’s and accountant s 
relief act.” Well put. 
From 
the 
legal 
profession’s standpoint, the 
income tax is the next best 
thing to the whiplash. 
Attorneys, perhaps with 
justification, have bitterly 
opposed moves in Congress 
to establish “no fault 
auto 
insurance. No damage suits, 
no litigation fees. It’s as 


simple as that. 
I assume, therefore, that 
lawyers also will be strongly 
against the proposal I am 
about to set forth — namely, 
that Congress enact a “no 
fault” income tax. 
Although I am reluctant to 
take bread out of the mouths 
of learned tax counselors, it 
is clear that such a measure 
is the only answer to the 
evergrowing complexity of 
our tax returns. 
Why, you ask, has filling 
out these forms become so 
bewildering that the average 
taxpayer needs professional 
help? 
It s because Congress 
keeps passing tax reform 


bills. Each reform has made 
the tax instructions that 
much m ore com plicated, 
bringing them finally to their 
present 
state 
of 
in­ 
comprehensibility . 
C o n s i d e r i n g 
t h e 
momentum they have built 
up over the years, there is 
little hope the lawgivers will 
abandon their role as tax 
reformers. Ergo, the (‘no 
fault” plan is our best bet. 
The concept 
is 
quite 
simple. Forms 1040 would be 
as perplexing as ever, but 
rather than hire tax experts 
to prepare our returns, we 
would take out insurance 
against 
accidental 
un­ 
derpayments.

Exports are one thing, and important to our 
economy. But, exports to an enemy, that is something 
else. Namely, suicide. 
Mr. Ford tries to equate the problem of Angola and 
the withholding of wheat shipments with the Trade Act 
of 1974. That’s the one where Congress, against 
Kissinger’s wishes, predicated favored nation status 
for the USSR on the cenation of persecuting the Jews. 
There is no valid comparision. The trade act involved 
mostly industrial equipment-machinery, electronics, 
technological supplies and know-how. 
What’s involved here is wheat. The Soviets could get 
along without our industrial supplies. They cannot get 
along too well without our wheat. It is essential to their 
daily bread. Recent crop reports make it clear the 
USSR needs US wheat to calm the restless natives and 
the hungry consumers.

We have an opportunity to redress the balance of 
freedom. But, we refuse to employ against the Soviets 
a simple law of supply and demand: we will supply you 
with wheat when you get your hands out of Angola. 
And, send the Cubans home. 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn tried to warn us. He said the 
Soviet’s threat to bury us still stands. Please, he 
pleaded, stop selling them the bulldozers to do the job. 
It’s a tragedy that Solzhenitsyn was not invited to the 
White House.
